Working Miners to Hp A 

to Support -trikers. 



The Miner. Hope to Ra.se $250,000 a 
Week From the Public Contribu- 
tion!, as That Much Will 
Be Needed. 

Indianapolis. Ind . July 21— The con- 
vention of United Mine Workers ad 
Journed. after declaring against a gen 
eral strike, providing for the raising 
of a fund with which to aid the strtk- 
ing anthracite miners and Issuing an 
appeal to the American people for sup- 
port. 

The convention passed resolutions 
appealing to district and local unions 
to donate from the surplus in their 
treasuries, directing an Immediate do- 
nation of $50,000 froij the funds of the 
national treasury, levying an assess- 
ment of 10 per ci-ut. on all members 
of local unions in districts Noe. 6, S, 
12. 19. 23 and 25 and an ass.«ssment 
of $1 per week on all members of lo- 
cal unions in districts Nob. 2. 5. 11. 1?. 
14. 15. 16, 20 and 21 An assessment of 
25 per cent. Is levied upon the wages, 
salaries or percentaaa- received from 
the organization of all national, dis 
Met and sub-district officers and or- 
ganizers. Assessments to begin July 
16. 1902. 

•The care of the national organza 
tion will he to see to the collection of 
the defense fund with whi< h to carry' 
on the strike. Secretary Wilson, who 
is the financial head of the union, will 
be in charge cf this work and will lose 
no time in providing to handle the 
sums. It is believed that alt the volun 
tary contrioutions from the various 
districts, sub-districts and local organ 
Izatlons will be turned into his hands 
within the next ten days. These con 
trihutions are estimated at about 
MMjOM.
